~ Canada’s Forest Wealth 


A GREAT DEAL IS HEARD TODAY about the wealth of Canada’s 
natural resources, and this country-is indeed fortunate in possessing many 
of the materials essential to modern industrial development. New discov- 
eries of oil, gas, iron and uranium here ‘have attracted widespread atten- 


tion and the progress of developing these resources is followed with great | 


interest. We are sometimes reminded, however, that one of our resources, 
less spectacular perhaps than some of the others, creates more wealth for 
Canada than the output of all her mines, or all her grain crops combined. 
Pulpwood, which is taken annually from our forests, remains one of our 
richest resources and one which is of great importance to Canada’s 
economy. 
* * * * * 
Canada’s forests cover nearly one and a half million 
Large Tracts square miles of the country, and more than one half 
of the land area of all the provinces is made up of 
Of Woodland ‘forests. In comparison, only one-fourteenth of the 
total Jand area in Canada is under cultivation or useful for pasture. Even 
the so-called “Prairie. Provinces” have large tracts of ‘forest lands in some 
districts, while in British Columbia, the Central provinces and the Mari- 
times there are large areas of forests, Not all these woodlands are useful 
for lumbering. Large oti are not yet accessible by roads, and others 
do not have growth suitable for making lumber: or pulpwood. At present 
some 140,000 square miles are leased to companies engaged in the making 
of pulp and paper, this land being situated mainly in’Eastern Canada and

. There has been concern in recent-years regarding the 
High Losses depletion of our forests and much attention has. been 


Each Year _ Subject Say that the average anntfal consumption ‘of 
wood for the manufacture of pulp and paper consumes only one-fifth as 
many trees as do fires, insects and disease. These destructive forces ac- 
count for twenty-one per cent. of the entire consumption of forest products 
in Canada each year and constitute a grave menace to this important 
source of wealth. Constant improvements are being made in methods of 
forestry and in the control of forces which lay waste our forest lands. 
Many Canadians may forget the importance of this great national asset, 
but a recent publication put out* by the Canadian Pulp and Paper Asso- 
ciation reminds us that ‘‘the pulp and paper industry stands first in the 
numbers employed and wages paid,: first in export trade and first as a 
creator: of wealth for all Canadians.”
